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Haskett vacates guilty plea

A 20-year-old man 
charged in a high-profile 
animal abuse case in 
Didsbury was restrained by 
an RCMP officer during a 
scuffle with a protester 
outside the Didsbury 
provincial court on Friday. 

Daniel Charles Haskett 
was in court for sentencing 
after pleading guilty to 
charges of animal cruelty 
and obstruction of justice 
relating to injuries caused 
to a Lab-collie cross named 
Daisy Duke in Oct. 2000. 

As Haskett left the court¬ 
house in the company of 
his mother, self-described 
animal rights activist Drew 
Marceton shouted dis¬ 
paraging remarks about 
Haskett's mother at the 
accused. 

Haskett then turned and 
charged towards Marceton, 
his hand in a fist, before 
being restrained by 
Didsbury RCMP Const. Lee 
Hammond. 

As Haskett then tried to 
get into a waiting vehicle, 
Marceton continued to hurl 
abuse at him and then at 
police. 

“Why are you protecting 
him?" Marceton said to 
police. 

Const. Hammond then 
told Marceton to move 
away or he would be 
arrested for obstruction. 

(Marceton was convicted 
of obstruction and mis¬ 
chief and fined $200 for 
blocking a van carrying 
Haskett away from the 
courthouse following his 
first appearance in Oct. 
2000 ). 

Haskett and a 17-year-old 
male youth were charged 
after Daisy Duke was 
found severely injured on a 
Didsbury street on Oct. 7, 
2000. Tlie animal had to be 
put down due to the severi¬ 
ty of its injuries 

Haskett pleaded guilty to 
two charges in the case in 
May 2007, signing an 
agreed statement of facts 
at the same time. 

In the statement of facts, 
Haskett agreed that he and 
the young offender 


attempted to kill the dog by 
asphyxiation after the ani¬ 
mal was accidentally run 
over with the youth’s vehi¬ 
cle. 

Haskett was expected to 
be sentenced on Friday 
before Judge Ian 
Kirkpatrick. However, 
when court opened, 
Haskett’s lawyer, Alan 
Pearce, made an applica¬ 
tion to have the guilty pleas 
vacated because Haskett 
disputes some of the facts 
in the statement. 

Haskett then took the 
stand and testified that he 
signed the statement of 
facts in hope of bringing 
the cast' to a speedy end. 

“I entered a guilty plea 
because I wanted to get on 
w ith my life," said Haskett. 
“There has been a continu¬ 
ing amount of harassment, 
including death threats and 
hate mail. I’ve lieen assault¬ 
ed. I was trapped in this 
town. I couldn’t go outside 
my home.” 

He said some unknown 
person also shot at his 
house. 

“1 didn't want to deal 
with that anymore," he 
saiil. “1 believed the guilty 
plea would stop the harass¬ 
ment.” 

Haskett testified that he 
denies a number of specific 
sections of the statement 
of fads. 

“I do not agree with 
everything the agreed 
statement of facts says is 
true. I know it is not legal 
to inflict unnecessary 
injury or pain on an animal. 
That was not my intent. 
There are parts of the state¬ 
ment of fac ts that I would 
say are not true,” he said. 

One section of the state¬ 
ment reads: “Daisy was 
alive, so (young offender) 
picked up a shovel and 
struck Daisy once over the 
head with the scoop end of 
the shovel." 

Haskett says that did not 
happen. 

“I didn't participate in 
anything of that nature," he 
said. 

One section reads: 
"Neither (Haskett or 
youth) felt to see if she still 
had a pulse, or if she was

breathing.” 

Haskett said that wasn’t 
true. 

“I did check to see if 
Daisy did have a pulse and 
was breathing." he said. 

One section reads that 
Haskett encouraged the 
youth to drag the dog from 
the property using a tow 
rope wrapped around her 
neck. 

“That is entirely inaccu¬ 
rate," he said. “I would 
never encourage anyone to 
do that. It’s grotesque." 

Haskett also denied a 
section that said he encour¬ 
aged the youth to lie to 
police about the killing. 

During cross-examina¬ 
tion by prosecutor Gordon 
Haight, Haskett admitted 
that he read the entire 
statement of facts before 
signing it. 

“It never occurred to me 
to ask him (Haskett’s previ¬ 
ous lawyer) to have things 


taken off the agreed state¬ 
ment of facts," Haskett 
said. “I thought it was 
black and white. I never 
thought to ask my lawyer 
that It wasn’t really on my 
mind when I signed that. 

“1 believe I made a really 
big mistake in agreeing to 
the statement of facts.” 

In closing arguments on 
the application to vacate 
the pleas, prosecutor 
Haight called on the judge 
to uphold the guilty pleas 
and sentence Haskett 
accordingly. 

“The accused ought not 
to be believed," said 
Haight. “This wasn't a 
quick and dirty reading of 
the facts. There was an 
agreed statement of facts." 

Haight said allowing the 
pleas to be vacated would 
be prejudicial to the 
Crown's case because* of 
the lengthy time since tin* 
tlog’s death 


Defence lawyer Pearse 
said the accused pleaded 
guilty to tin* charges to end 
community harassment, 
and tin* pleas should there¬ 
fore be quashed. 

Judge Kirkpatrick 

adjourned the case until 
Oct. 21 when he will make 
a ruling on the application 
to vacate the pleas. If he 
finds the pleas should not 
be vacated, he will then 
pass sentence. 

Outside court Haight told 
reporters he will In* seek¬ 
ing a period of incarcera¬ 
tion for Haskett. The 
charge carries a maximum 
penalty of six months in jail 
and a $2,000 fine. 

“I will 1 m* asking for sub¬ 
stantial jail time," said 
Haight. 

He called tin* latest delay 
“fnist rating." 

About a dozen animal 
rights activists were at the 
court, holding placards 


calling for penalties for ani¬ 
mal cruelty to be 
increased. 

Didsbury resident 

Tamara Chaney, who col¬ 
lected more limn 1(H),IKK) 
signatures on a petition 
calling for tougher animal 
cruelty laws that eventual¬ 
ly went before Parliament, 
was one of the protesters. 

“This latest delay is dis¬ 
appointing, but I'm not sur¬ 
prised," said Chaney. 

Heather Anderson, a 
Calgary animal rights 
activist who formed a 
group called ‘Delegates 
Against Inhumane 

Suffering Y? (DAISY), has 
attended every court 
appearance Haskett has 
made in the case. 

“It’s disgusting," 

Anderson said about the 
delay until October. “1 did¬ 
n't think he could come up 
with any other delays. We'll 
1 m* back in October."

Divided 
opposition 
helps Tories

Only a few months after jointly suffering a mayor 
defeat in the 2008 provincial election, Alberta’s opposi¬ 
tion parties have received another blow with the NDP’s 
decision to go it alone against the mighty Stelmach 
Tories. 

During their recent 
annual meeting, NDP 
members voted over¬ 
whelmingly to reject a 
resolution that called for 
cooperation with the 
other opposition parties. 

In the end, more than 
95 per cent of members 
voted against any 
alliance with the Taft 
Liberals or the Green 
Party. 

"The membership sent 
us a clear message today: 
the NDP will continue to 
stand for social justice 
and equality. We shall not 
sacrifice those values for 
a misguided sense of 
political unity,” said 
leader NDP Brian Mason. 

"Today we have 
strengthened our commitment to grow as a movement. 
We are determined to continue fighting for the rights 
of working Albertans.” 

With only two seats in the legislature, down from 
four before the election, the NDP’s decision to cast off 
any chance of a united opposition is certainly puzzling. 

Premier Stelmach’s recent decision to give himself 
and his cabinet colleagues massive pay raises, all with¬ 
out even a hint of public debate, shows very clearly 
that the ruling Tories have absolutely no fear of the 
NDP or the Liberals - or ordinary Albertans for that 
matter. 

The Tories don’t worry about the opposition parties 
and why should they? Premier Stelmach, like Ralph 
Klein and Don Getty before him, knows full well that 
no matter what he does or says over the next five 
years he w ill face a deeply divided opposition. 

Many, many Albertans are outraged by the premier’s 
arrogance in helping himself to even more taxpayers’ 
dollars. Yet Premier Stelmach and his Tory colleagues 
can simply carry on knowing that the only parties that 
can do them any harm are weak and apparently staying 
that way. 

The NDP has made a major mistake in throwing 
away a chance to work with the other opposition par¬ 
ties, particularly with the stronger and more popular 
Liberals. 

Mr. Mason says his party w ill not sacrifice its "values 
for a misguided sense of political unity". Instead he 
appears willing to see his party remain in the political 
wilderness, relegated to virtual irrelevance when it 
comes to critical public issues such as that posed by 
the premier’s recent pay hike. 

Giving Alberta voters a clear choice between ‘Us or 
Them’ would have strengthened all of Premier 
Stelmach’s critics, both in the legislature and in the 
next provincial election. 

Instead, the NDP seems content to see the* provin¬ 
cial opposition remain divided and weak, giving the 
premier and his fellow well-paid cabinet ministers an 
ongoing free ride on the public gravy train.

Thompson Challenges Dion's 
Green "Shaft " Plan

Myron Thompson, Member of 
Parliament for Wild Rose responded 
to Stephane Dion's carbon tax pro¬ 
posal by saying the only green shift 
that would occur is the shifting of 
money out of your wallet and into Mr. 
Dion's coffers. 

"We know that this tax trick will hit 
the price of diesel. Mr. Dion hits 
promised to almost triple the tax on 
diesel. This will increase the cost of 
everything transported by truck or 
train, including essential items like 


food, clothing and gasoline," said 
Thompson. 

"We know that the price of home 
heating fuel will go up. And seniors 
on fixed incomes have one more bur¬ 
den to meet every month. Is Stephane 
Dion going to help them chose 
between filling their prescriptions 
and heating their homes?" questioned 
Thompson. 

"We also know that it will hit elec¬ 
tricity prices too. This means the cost 
of running a factory or other business 
will get a lot more expensive and 
thousands of Canadian manufactur¬

Thompson. 

"Mr. Dion also said his carbon tax 
won't hike the tax on gas. We know 
that every carbon tax imposed in 
Europe, as well as Quebec and BC, 
have hit gas prices too, as the cost of 
the carbon tax paid by manufacturers 
is passed onto consumers," stated 
Thompson. 

"Mr. Dion claims the plan will be 
revenue neutral. What he actually 
means is that he plans to spend all the 
money it brings in on programs, spe¬ 
cial interests and Mr. Dion's unbud¬ 
geted spending promises," concluded 
Thompson.

Are computers and cell phones 
contributing to the "benign neg¬ 
lect" of our children? I remember 
when my children were little, and 
how hard it was for them to wait 
five or ten minutes until I got off 
the phone. However, when we 
were in the car, at the park, shop¬ 
ping or watching a sibling’s sport¬ 
ing event, they had my full atten¬ 
tion. 

Things an* different now. Often 
parents have their cell phones on 
all tin* time, so conversations with 
children are often interrupted 
while Mom or Dad takes a call. The 


calls may go on for a long time, or 
there may be many calls. 
Consequently, children are not get¬ 
ting the quality time with parents 
that they used to. Children get the 
message that whoever is calling is 
more important than they are. 

Similarly, parents may spend a 
lot of time on the computer, either 
working, checking e-mails, surfing 
the web, or playing games. 
Children do this too, and the end 
result is a family that may be 
together, but within that seemingly 
togetherness, each is leading a 
more independent existence. 

Bonding and interacting with 


family members are crucial ele¬ 
ments to the healthy social and 
emotional development of chil¬ 
dren. There are also many opportu¬ 
nities for learning, as children are 
full of questions if they feel Mom 
or Dad is interested in what they 
have to say. 

Take a moment to assess how- 
technology is impacting your fami¬ 
ly life. Perhaps you will decide to 
turn off your cell phone when you 
are with the children, or save your 
computer time until they are in 
bed. Giving ftdl attention to chil¬ 
dren sends them a strong message 
about their worth
